We kno w that there are certain 
perts o f Illino ia that are partícu lariy 
no ted fo r the large • ro du ctlo n o f dairy 
pro du cts, o thers beef cattle and ho gs, 
o thers co m and o ats, and o thers fru it 
and vegetables. Within these varlo ns 
districts, the pro blem o f the individu al 
fanner in the selectio n o f the sy stem 
o f farming Is an Individu al pro blem, 
bu t in lea^ng u p to this co nclu sio n. It 
Is clear that the qu estio n o f sy stems 
o f farming has Its district, state and 
regio nal, its natlo cal and Its Interna­ 
tio nal, as well as its lo cal aspects. 
The determinatio n o f the ty pe o f 
farming In a lo cality o r regio n rests 
u po n a nu mber o f facto rs, phy sical, 
biu lo gicu l and eco no mic. 
The same 
facto rs that have determined the tj’pe 
I o f agricu ltu re o f the regio n pertain to 
i a greater o r less extent In the deter- 
¡ nilnatio n o f the sy stem o f farming 
u po n the Individu al farm. 
The ten- 
deñ cy ^ agricu ltu ral practice In the 
large Is statical. 
To r a variety o f 
reaso ns. It Is diftlcu lt fo r the Indi­ 
vidu al, o r fo r the regio n, to deviate to 
any great extent fro m the co mmo nly 
accepted “go o d practice.” 
So me o f 


j the phy sical, blo lo g’cal and eco no mic 
co nditio ns which 
iffect sy .stems o f 
farming 
are the lo po graphy 
o f the 
land, the fertility 
o f the so il, the cli­ 
mate and weather, the markets, the 
po pu latio n, bo th o n the farm and in 
the su rro u nding easily accessible ter­ 
rito ry , the availability o f labo r, trans­ 
po rtatio n—Inclu ding ro ads, railro ads 
and waterway s—Insect pests, diseases 
o f bo th plants and animals, and co m­ 
peting areas. 
E^’en the qu estio n o f 
the tariff is a large determining fac­ 
to r in giving directio n to the agricu l­ 
tu ral practice o f i regio n. 
In so me 
cases, so me o ne o f these co nsidera­ 
tio ns Is mu ch mo re Impo rtant than In 
o thers. 
Ju st so , a marked change in 
any o ne o f these co nditio ns may have 
an Impo rtant influ enx'e cn the agricu l­ 
tu re, o r Its Infiu ence nir.. 
be bu t 
slight. WhercA-er these co nditio ns are 
i in a state o f flu x, tlie agricu ltu re o f 
the regliin heco mes distu rbed. 
It Is 
the pro gressive farmer, who , u nder 
; su ch cfrc’Uinstances, qu ickly adju sts 
I his farming sy stem to the new co ndl- 
‘ tio ns. 
We have u sed land extravagantly , 
I bu t as A»*e liegin to feel the limitatio n 
I o f o u r land su pply a great premiu m 
has been placed u |K» n go o d fu nd. 
As 
a resu lt. land in Illino is is no w high 
priced. 
Su ccess in farming depends 
u po n The racw lntVll!gl‘nt nse ^nd care 
o f the so il. 
The Illino is farm er no w 
has a wide range In the cho ice o f 
pro du cts which meet so me demand Ir* 


j the market, bu t his pro blem Is co mpll- 
I cated thro u gh the necessity o f co m­ 
bining cro p and live sto ck enterprises 
o n the fann In a way which makes the 
farm an eco no mical pro du ctio n u nit, 
and o n the o ther hand by determining 
the relative fu tu re demand fo r pro d­ 
u cts In the market. 
In o ther wo rds, 
to pu t the who le m atter brlefl.v, the 
pro blem Is o ne o f secu ring as wide a 
margin as po ssible between the co st 
o f pro du ctio n o f all pro du cts raised o n 
the farm and the market price. 
In 
cho o sing a ro tatio n o f cro ps, his pro b­ 
lem Is no t o ne o f simply determining 
the cro ps that will retu rn the largest 
gro ss valu e o f pro du ct per acre, be­ 
cau se different cro ps make different 
demands o n the fertility o f the so li, 
and have different labo r demands. 
The eco no my o f pro du ctio n depends 
u po n co mbining the maximu m pay ing 
cro p o f the area w’lth o ther cro ps and 
intro du cing legu mes 'vhich, w’lien co m­ 
bined in pro per pro po rtio n, give the 
maximu m pro fit co mbinatio n. 
No r Is 
the pro blem fu lly so lved when the 
cro p^ ro tatio n is ieteniiined. 
Investi­ 
gatio n and o bservatio n indicate that 
the mo st pro fitable ty pe o f ^arming Is 
the co mbinatio n o f live sto ck and 
cro ps. 
Any ratio nal sy stem o f cro p 
pro du ctio n pro du ces a large amo u nt 
o f u nsalable cro ps o r cro p pro du ct. 
Many cro ps can be marketed to best 
advantage o nly when co nsu med by 
live sto ck. Likewise, a large percent­ 
a ge o f the farms hnve a co nsiderable 
area o f pastu re to be marketed. 
We 
frequ ently o verlo o k the fart that o ver 
half o f the Areight o f cro ps pro du ced 
in su ch a ro tatio n as co rn, o ats, 
wheat and clo ver Is made u p in ro u gh­ 
age In the fo rm o f co rn sto ver, straw 
and legu me hay , which is u npro fitable 
to sell fro m the farm either fro m the 
standpo int o f market demands o r In 
acco rdance A^ith go o d farming prac­ 
tice. Hence, the pro blem o f the farm­ 
er is to scK’u re the balance l>etween 
cro ps and live sto c’c enterprises Av hich 
will harmo nize the market demands. 


the adaptatio n o f the Individu al farm, 
and the o rganizatio n o f the farm fo r 
eco no my o f pro du ctio n. 
It la becau se o f the desire o f the 
Illino is fanner to Impro ve his Indi­ 
vidu al efficiency that he Is ccmstantly 
stu dy ing his pro blem and that he Is 
mo re earnestly seeking info rmatio n 
that may o r may no t be aArailable. The 
reaso n fo r the maintenance o f the ex­ 
periment statio n is that new pro blems 
may be Investigated In o rder to ao - 
cnmu late new facts, and wo rking In 
co -o peratio n with the extensio n serv­ 
ice, these new facts, to gether with the 
o ld, may qu ickly affect the igrlcnlto re 
o f the state.and that the Individu al 
farm er may mak3 his a mo re •pro fi­ 
table enterprise. The pro blem o f the 
individu al farm er In determining u po n 
the sy stem o f farming adapted to his 
lo cal co nditio ns, is i.ece.ssary In o rder 
to pro vide, first, f^r the eco no mical 
maintenance o f the fertility o f the 
so il, thu s pro viding fo r a permanent 
agricu ltu re; seco nd, the efficient u se 
o f man and ho rse labo r, which makes 
u p a very large part o f the co st o f 
pro du ctio n o f farm pro du cts; third, 
the phy sical and eco no mic o rganiza­ 
tio n o f the farm, which will pro vide 
fo r the mo st eco no mical u se o f equ ip­ 
ment in the way o f fences, bu ilding» 
and machinery . 
The Impo rtance o f 
the size o f the farm fields and the a r­ 
rangement o f bu ildings as Impo rtant 
facto rs fro m the standpo int o f eco ­ 
no mical o peratio n o f the farm have 
no t been su fficiently stressed; fo u rth, 
in o rder to pro vide the beet u se o i 
credit facilities.

Use o f Stalk Fields 


Many co rn-helt fanners rely almo st 
entirely o n stalk fields fo r the main- 
tensnc-e o f their sto ck 
cattle and 
ho rses du ring the early w inter mo nths. 
Often the animals are tu rned into the 
stalks tlie latter part o f Octo ber and 
left there u ntil the middle o f Janu ary 
o r the first o f Febru arj’ with little o r 
no o ther feed. Obvio u sly su ch a prac­ 
tice Is detrimental 
to the pro per 
gro wth an<I develo pment o f y o u ng cat­ 
tle and ho rses which need a mu ch 
mo re nu tritio u s and better balanced 
ratio n than that fu rnished by dry o r 
fro zen, rain-leached co rn.stalks. Neith­ 
er sho u ld pregnant co ws o r mares he 
requ ired to exist so lely u po n stalk 
fields. Females so wintereil are likely 
to he in 
0 weakenetl co nditio n when 
spring co mes and 
therefo re su ffer 
at the time o f partu ritio n. 
While the effo rts o f fanners to u til­ 
ize their stalk fields with live sto ck 
are to be co mmended. It sho u ld be 
kept clearly in mind that co rnstalks 
are neither a nu tritio u s, highly palat­ 
able. no r well-balanced feed materiaL 
Osiiiseqaently , they Mio u ld be mipple- 


menfed Avith mo re digestible feetiing 
Stu ffs that are high In pro tein like 
clo ver o r alfalfa hay o r linseed o r 
co tttmseed meiil. 
Du ring gt>o d weath­ 
er, when the animals are n» » t 
abled 
at night, legu me hay can he hau led 
(lirectly to the field and fed o n the 
gro u nd. 
Abo u t fo u r to ten po u nds o f 
hay sho u ld he fed per head, depend­ 
ing u po n the length available, a nitro g­ 
eno u s .co ncentrate sho u ld be su pplied 
at the rate o f o ne U three po u nds per 
head. As so o n as the field is rtripped 
o f co rn, so me grain o r silage sho u ld 
be su pplied alo ng with the nitro ge­ 
no u s co ncent rale. 
Stalk 
fields 
are o f 
co nslderabls 
valu e as an exercise gro u nd lo ng after 
tliey cease to fu rnish any appreciable 
amo u nt o f feed. 
Sto ck tu rned into 
su ch fields ra bright, co ld day s when 
the gro u nd Is fro zen, appar« itly m jo j 
wandering abo u t In search o f a hid­ 
den hu sk co ntaining, perhaps, a small 
nu bbin o r o f s stray mo u tlifu l o f blu e* 
grass alo ng the headlands.

SEEDS CARRIED FOR MANY MILES 


Many crops can he m arketed to hest 
advantage only when consumed by 
live stock. 
Likewise, a large percent­ 
age of the fa nos have a considerable 
area of pasture to be m arketed. 
We 
frequently overlook the fact that over 
half of the weight of crops produced 
in 
such 
a 
rotation as corn, oats, 
wheat and clover is made up in rough­ 
age in the form of corn stover, straw 
and legume hay, which is unprofitable 
to sell from the farm either from the 
standpoint of m arket demands or in 
accordance with good farm ing prac­ 
tice. 
Hence, the problem of tile farm ­ 
er is to secure the balance between 
crops and live stock enterprises which 
will harm onize the m arket demands, 


providing 
the 
grain 
for 
his 
work 
stock. 
Since the use of horses is sound 
economy and since a large propor­ 
tion of our work horses are old, un­ 
sound, and never were of a desirable 
type, it would seem that now is a logi­ 
cal time to increase the production of 
the right kind. 
The prices of really 
good ones are not so low when com­ 
pared with present grain prices. 
I f 
only desirable m ares and stallions are 
mated there need be no fear of ovei> 
production. 
Attention must be paid 
to individual merit.

Many corn bell fanners rely almost 
entirely on stalk fields for the main­ 
tenance of their 
stock 
cattle and 
horses during the early winter months. 
Often the anim als are turned into the 
stalks the latter part of October and 
left there until the middle of January 
or the first of February with little or 
no other feed. 
Obviously such a prac- 
tice 
Is 
detrim ental 
to 
the 
proper 
growth and development of \oung cat­ 
tle and horses which need a 
much 
more nutritious and better balanced 
ration than th at furnished by dry or 
frozen, rain-leached cornstalks. Neith­ 
er should pregnant cows or m ares be 
required to exist solely upon stalk 
fields. 
Fem ales so wintered are likely 
to he in a weakened condition when 
spring 
comes and 
therefore 
suffer 
at the time of parturition. 
While the efforts of fanners to util­ 
ize their stalk fields with live stock 
are to be commended, It should be 
kept (dearly in mind that cornstalks 
are neither a nutritious, highly palat­ 
able, nor well-halanced feed m aterial. 
Consequently, they should be supple­ 


mented with more digestible feeding 
stuffs that are high in protein like 
clover or alfalfa hay or linseed or 
cottonseed meal. 
During good weath­ 
er, when the animals are not 
aided 
at night, legume hay can be hauled 
directly to the field and fed on the 
ground. 
About four to ten pounds of 
hay should be fed per head, depend­ 
ing upon the length available, a nitrog­ 
enous .concentrate should he supplied 
at the rate of one t*. three pounds per 
head. As soon as the field is stripped 
of corn, some grain or silage should 
he supplied along with the nitroge­ 
nous concentrate. 
Stalk 
fields 
are 
of 
considerable 
value as an exercise ground long after 
they cease to furnish any appreciable 
amount of feed. 
Stock turned into 
such fields bn bright, cold days when 
the ground is frozen, apparently enjoy 
wandering about in search of a hid­ 
den husk containing, perhaps, a small 
nubbin or of a stray m outhful of blue­ 
grass along the headlands.

WHY DAD SHOULD JOIN 
’THE FARM BUREAU 


Edith Nelso n, Rugen Scho o l, Glenv iew, 
For the last few years I have heard 
my father talking abou t an organ­ 
ization to which he belongs called the 
“Farm Bu reau .” 
Now when I read the farm p ap ers 
and leam many ways in which this 
organization is help ing the farmers, I 
am very p rou d that my father belongs 
to it. 
For three years we have raised su ­ 
gar beets on ou r farm. 
Last year 
my father harvested fifty-six tons 
The farmers felt that they were not 
getting a high enou gh p rice from the 
factories for their p rodu ce.
